‘That part of Virgisia which hath at prefent craved your 
Lordfhips Affiftance to preferve the Chriftian Religion, and to 
promote the Building Gods C hurch among them , by fupplying 
them with fufficient Minifters of the Gofpel, is bounded on the 
North by the great River Patomek,, on the South by the River 
Chawan , including alfo the Land inhabited on the Faft fide of 
(Chefpiack Bay, called Acconiacky and contains above halfas 
much Land as Exgéand ; Gt ig divided into feveral Counties, 
and thofe Counties contain in all about Fifty Parifhes , 
the Families whereof are difperfedly and fcatteringly feated 
upon the fides of Rivers ; fome of which running very far 
into the Country, bear the Exg/i(h Plantations above a hun- 


dred Miles, and being very broad, caufethe Inhabitants of . 


either fide to be lifted in feveral Parifhes. Every fuch Parifh 
is extended many Miles in length upon the Rivers fide , and 
ufually not above a mile in Breadth backward from the River , 
which is the common ftated breadth of every Plantation be- 
longing toeach particular Proprietor; of which Plantations, 
fome extend themielves half a mule, fome amile, fome two 
miles, fome three’ miles, and upward upon fae fides of thofe 
Rivers, many of them afe parted from each other by {mall 
Rivers and Creeks, which {mall Rivers and Creeks are feated 


after the manner of the great Rivers. ‘The Families of fuch— 


Parifhes being feated after this manner, at fuch diftances from 
each other, many of them are very remote from the Houfe of 


God, though placed in the middeft of them. Many Parifhes -

as yet want both Churches and Gleabes , and J think not above 


a fifth pare of them are fupplyed with Min‘fters, where there 
are Minifters the People meet tozether Weekly, but once upon 
the Lords day , and fometimes not at all , being hindred by 
“Extremities of Wird and Weather: and divers of the more 
- gemote Families being difcouraged , by the length ee |

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nefle of the way, through extremities of heat in Summer, froft 


and Snow in Winter, and tempeftuous weather in both, do 
very feldome repair thither.

By which brief Defcription of their manner of feating 
themfelves in that Wilderneffe, Your Lordfhip may eafily ap- 
prehend that their very manner of Planting themfelves , hath 
caufed them hitherto to rob God in a great meafure of that pub- 
lick Worfhip and Service, which as a Homage due to his 
greatname, he requires to be conftantly paid to him, at the 
times appointed for it, in the publick Congregations of his 
people in his Houfe of Prayer.

This Sacriledge I judge to be the prime Caufe of their long 


languifhing improfperous condition , for it puts them under 


the Curfe of God, according tothat of (Malachy 3.9. Ye 
are carfed with aCurfe, becaufe ye have robbed me. Which 
Curfe we find executed upon the Jews, after fuch a manner, as 
any obferving Perfon that knows Virgiwia, need not doubt to 
conclude , that it hath been long executed upon her Planters 
in the famz kind and manner, asit is exprefs’d to have been 
upon the Jews, in Hag.1.9. Ye looked for much , and lee , 
st came to little : and when ye brought it home , I did blow upon 
its Why, faith the Lord of Hofis? becaufe of mine Hoxfe 
that i waft, and yerun every man to his own boufe. By which 
Scriptures ( comparing their Sins of Sacriledge together ) it 
appears,that the Curfe of God was executed upon the Jews,for 
the fame Sacriledoe Virginia’s Planters are guilty of, the fame 
Sin of robbing God of his publick Worfhip and Service in his 
Houfe of Prayer. For, was the Curfe of God upon the Jews 
for not building his Houfe according to the Prophet Haggai's 
Sentence ? But why did God regard his Houfe , but for the re- 
cieving the due tribute of his publick Honour, Worfhip, and 
Serviceinit? Or was his Curfe upon them for detaining his. 
Tythes and Offerines ? But why did God regard thefe , but sid

affiited by the molt carefull Church-wardens, cannot poifibly 
take notice of the.Vices that reign in their Families, of the 
fpiritual defects im their Converiations, orif they have notice 
of them, and provide Spiritual Remedies in their publick Mi- 
niftery, itis a hazard if they thac are molt concerned im-them 
be preient at the application of them : and if they fhould {pend 


time in vifiting their remote and far diftant habitations, they. 


would have little or none left for. their neceflary Studies, and 


to provide neceflary {piritual food for the re{t of their Flocks. . 


And henceit is that though the licentious lives of many of 
them, the C hriftian Religion is like (ull t be difhonoured, and 
the Nae of God to be blafphemed among the Heathen, who 
are near them, and oft among them, and coniequently their 
Converfion hindred. - 

Laftly, their almoft general want of Schooles, for the educa- 
tion of their Children, is another confequent of their {cattered 
planting, of molt fad confideration, molt of all bewailed of 
Parents there, and therefore che arguments drawn from thence, 
mot likely to prevail wich them chearfully to embrace the 
Remedy. This want of Schooles, as it renders a very nume- 
rous generation of Chriftians Children born in irginia (who 
naturally are of beautifull and comely Perfons, and generally 
of more ingenious Spirits then thefe in Exgland ) unferviceable 
for any great Employments either in Church or State, fo like- 
wile it obftrugts the hopefulleit way they have, for the Con- 
yerGion of the Heathen, which is, by winning the Heathen to 
bring in their Children. to be taught and inftructed in our 
Schooles,- together with the Children of the Chriftians, For as 
it is the Beauty and Glory of Chriftian Graces, fhining in the 
lives of Chriftians, which muft make the Heathen that are men, 
in love with the Chriftian Religion; fo itis that love, whicn 
~ can only periwade them. to bring in their Children to be taught 
and inQ@ruéted init: But-as itis unlikely that: iuch love fhould 
be wrought in them by the Glory of Chriftian Graces, appeat- 
ing in the Chrittians lives 5. who. (as now planted) are for es 
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| Virginia's Cure. 
moft part deltitute of the ordinary means of Grace : fo granting 
that this might be, yet it is very unlikely that any rationall 
Heathen fhould be perfwaded to commit their Children to the 
teaching and education of fuch Chriftians, whom they fhall per- 
ceive to want Schooles of learning (the means of both)for their 
own. 

It were eafie to adde to thefe a heap of evil! confequents of 
their {cattered Planting, which hinder their Temporal, as well 
as Spitituall happinetie. But I forbear , it being a task unfuit- 
able for myProfeffion, and for that I know the Remedy to be 

< fame for both, and the removing the one will be the remo- 
ving of the other. | | 

Onely for conclufion of this part, difcovering Virginia's 
Difeafe and Mifery, Your Lordfhip may be pleafed to repre- 
{ent to your thoughts the Evills of the fore-mentioned. confe- 
quents of their {cattered Planting in reference to the poor Hea- 
then; Theeffecting whofe converfion , fhould be the great 
end defigned by all, who wouldbe fubfervient to the Pro- 
vidence of God, in Tran{porting our Colonies thither, 

The Heathen enter frequently into fome of the remote dif. 
pers’d habitations of the Chriftians, the premifes confidered, 
what can they fee whichfhould make them in love with their 
Religion > They fee their Families difordered, their Children 
untaught, the publick Worthip and Service of the teat God 
they own,neglested; negle&ted upon that very day, which they 
heare called the Lords Day, and to be by the Chriftians peculi- 
arly fet a part for its yea fo farre necleéted, that fome of the 
Heathen have complainedit was the worft of the feven to them, 
becaufe the fervants of the Chriftians Plantations nearelt to 


_ them, being then left at liberty, oft {pend that day in vifiting 


their Indian Towns, to the difquiet of the Heathen, but cer- 
tainly to the great Scandall of the Chriftian Religion, and littte 
hopes have the poorHeathen of redreffe, whilft they fee that Day 
fo far neglected by the Chriftians,that in manyParifhes they fee 
no publick holy Affemblies of our people,no Minifters provided 
for the holyMiniftrations of {uchA flemblies, noChurches erected 

! and 
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and confecrated for {ich publique Sacred Miniftrations s or fuch 
in {uch detolate Piaces, and io remote from many of their ha- 


‘ bitations that an ingenuous Chriitian would bluth to tell a Hea- 


then, thac ‘hey are the houfes of the Chriltians great God, that 
made the Heaven and the carth of nothing, in which he is kho- 
noured,worthipp’d, prayed unto, and his heavenly will taughe 
from his holy Word : for if a tober difcreee Heathen (and 
there are many {uch) fhould reply, Why hath not every Parifh 
one of them, and Minifters belonging to them? why do not 
the Chriftians build their houfes nearer them, that they may 
come oftner to them ? why are they not better built? why will 
not all the Chriftians of a Pariih beftow as much coft in build- 
ing the houfe of their great God, as one particular Chriftian 
among thembettews upon his own houte ? what defence could 
an ingenuous Chriftian make, which fhould not at once both 
fhame himfelf and the Chriftians he would defend ? 

Tf then Sacriledge were fo goodly a thing in the Heathens 
account, as to make them in love witk the Chriftians and their 
Religion forit, they fee the Chriftians robbing God in all the 


fore-mentioned particulars, robbing him of his Days,Churches, 


Minifters, publick Worfhip and Service, But I can truly affirm 
(by what I have leatn’d among divers Nations of thofe Hea- 
then) that it is a Sin, which thofe Heathen by the Light of Na- 
ture do moft deteftand abhorre, andthe holy Scripture gives 
Teftimony to it : AZal. 3.8. Will aman rob his God? will a 
Heathen do it? Can they then obierve it in the Chriftians, and 
not abhorre anddeteit both them and their Religion for it? 
and in Gead of acknowledging them a feed which the Lord hath 


Bleffed, think on the contrary that both they and their offspring 


are a Generation whom the Lord hath curfeds. 

- No hopes therefore of bringing the Heathen in love with the 
Chriftian Religion ; whit fo many evill and {candalous con- 
fequents attend the Chriftians featter’'d manner of planting in 
that wilderneffg. And their {catter’d Planting being the caufe 
of firch confequents, the confequents will remain, fo long as 


that continues, agat this day it doth, 1 have hitherto forborn 
ee . to 
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to mention the great danger that many of the Chriftians are in, 


of being detiroyed by the rieathen, as formerly hundreds of 
them have been, because this confideration doth fo eafily offer 
itielf upon the fore-mention’d deicription of their fcattered 
Seating: By which and the fad coniequents of it, if your Lord- 
{hip thall pleafe to contemplate the deplorable Eftate and 
condition of the poor Church in Vergiaa (which implores 
your aid) it will prefent to your’charitable heart {uch a moving 
objest of your fatherly Care, Pitty, andCompaffion, as will 
employ all your Intereft in the Kings Grace and Favor, and 
your utmoft power and endeavours to procure the Remedy. — 
- The caufe of their difpers’d Seating was at firft a priviledge 
indulged by the royall Grant of having a rieht to 50 Acres of 
Land. forevery perfon they fhould tranfport at their own 
charces : by which means fome men tranfporting many Ser- 


vants thither, and others purchafing the Rights of thofe that _ 


did, took poffeifion of great tracts of Land at thei: pleafure, 
and by Degrees {cattered their Plantations through the Country 
after the manner before defcribed, although therefore from the 
premiffes, itis eafie to conclude, that the onely way of reme- 
dy for Virginia's difeafe (without which all. other help will on- 


ly palliate not cure) muft be by procuring Towns to be built, 


and inhabited in their feveral Counties, Yet left any man be 
hereby injured in his juft Right, even this Remedy ought to be 
procured.after {uch a manner, as the prefent manner of plant- 


ine themfelves, their poverty and mean condition will permit. . 
According to which,whether the building Towns in each Coun- © 


tv of Virgisia, Will be beft promoted by reviving a former

r. That your Lordihip would be pleated to acauaint the 
King with the neceility of promoting the building Towns in 
each County of Virginia, upon the confideration of the 
fore-mentioned fad Confecuents of their prefent manner of 
living there, . 

_».2. That Your Lordfhip upon the fore-going confideration, 
be-pleafed to move the pitiful, and charitable heart of His 
gracious Majetty (confidering the Poverty and needs of 


Virginia) for a Collection to be made in all the Churches - 


of his three Kingdomes ( there being confiderable numbers 
of each Kingdome ) for the prometing a work of fo great 
Charity to the Souls of many thoufands of his Loyal Subjects, 
their Children , and the Generations after them, and of 
humberleffe poor Heathen; and that the Minifters of each 
Congregation be enjoyned with more then ordinary care, 
and pains to ftirre up the people to a free and liberal 
Contribution towards it; or if this way be not thoucht fufficient, 
that fome other way be taken to do it. 

_3. That the way of difpencing fuch cofleétions for fending 
Work-men over for the building Towns and Schooles , 
-and the affitlance the perfons that hall inhabit them thall 
contribute towards them may be determin’d here , by the 
advice of Virginia’s prefent or late Honourable Covernours 
if in London ; and whom they thall make choice of for 
their affittants (who have formerly lived in Virginia;) and 
that the King (if he fhall approve what is fo deter mined) 
may be humbly Petitioned to authorize it by his {pecial 
en » let what.is duely ordered here be perverted 
there, Re EGS 
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* Fourthly, That thofe Planters who have fuch a confide- 
rable number of Servants, as may be judged may enable 
them for it, if they be not willing ( for I have heard 
fome expreffe their willingneffe , and fome their averineffe ) 
may by His Majefties Authority be enjoyned , to contri- 
bute the Affiftance that’ fhall be thought meet for them, 
to build themfelves: houfes in the Towns neareft to them, 
and to inhabit them, for they having horfes enough in that 
( ountty, may be convenienc’d, as their occafions require 
to viGit their Plantations. And the Mafters who. fhall in- 
habit the Towns, having Families of Servants upon remote 


Plantations , may be ordered to take care, that upon Sa-— 


turdays Afternoon ( when by the Cuflome of Virginia , 
Servants are freed from their ordinary labour) their Ser- 
vants (except one or two, left by turns to fecure their 
Plantations ) may repair to their Houfes in the Towns, and 
there remain with their Mafers, until the publick Worfhip 
and Service of the Lords Day be ended. git

for them) which being expired, they fhall be left to their 
own Liberty to return or not: and if they perform not

-Thefe things being procured, I think Virgina wilt be

_oFor hereby her-Planters will be convenienced to. give 
God the honour due unto his Name, by attending conftantly 
in full Congregations upon his publick Worfhip and Ser- 

vice, they will enjoy the benefits of Chriftian Offices, 
of frequent civil commerce and Society, which begets mu- 
tual confidence , truft, and friendfhip, the beft ground- 
work for raifing Companies of the beft qudfified, and moft 
able perfons to combine iin Defigns, moft advantagious to 
their own and the publick Weal; they will enjoy the be- 
nefits of vertuous Examples, of publick Catechizing and 
Inftru@ting their Children and Servants in the Principles 
and Duties of the Chriftian Religion , according to the 
Conttitutions of the Church of Exgland; whereby not only 
Children and Servants, but Parents and Mafters who are 
ignorant , may (without being afhamed ) be enlightned with 
true faving knowledge, and their Children in Schools of 

» Learning, may grow up to be ferviceable both in Church 
and State. And by good Difcipline and careful tending 
in’ well order’d Societies, under faithful Teachers and Ma- 
giftrates , both Parents and Children would by the grace 
of God grow into habits of Chriftian Living, and the light 
of their Graces and good works fhining before the Hea- 
then, would above all other Oratory prevail with them, 
both to be defirous to learn themfelves, and to bring their 
Children to be taught in the Chriftians Schools, how te 
olorifie the fame God with them. 

That the former benefits will acctue to themfelves, needs 
‘no Proof; the expetience of all united well order’d Chriftian 
Societies, fufficiently confirms it. 

That the latter ( vz. the gaining the Heathen to the 
-Chriftian Faith ) will be the hopeful Confequent of their 
habitual Chriftian living, of the united light of their graces 
‘and cood works fhining before the Heathen; I fhall (not 


‘prefuming to inform Your Lordfhip., but not «knowing to _ 
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whom this Paper may be communicated) make bold to 
add a brief Confirmation of it, Firft, by the teftimony 
of that vertuous Heathen Emperour eAlexander Severus , 
who when he perceived two of his Servants to b> perfwa- 
ded: to receive the Chriftian Faith, by the Eloquent Ora- 
tions Origen had made before him to prove the Truth of 
it. J perceive (faith he ) Ye do wonder at the Learning 
ef Origen , whereby ye are induced to embrace the Chriftiar 
Profelfion : But truly , the Humility and Charity. of the 
Chriftian People, which { do bear of 5 and, daily behold with 
my Eyes ; do much more move me to believe that their Chrift 
¢s God, then all his Eloquent Per(wafions, | 

This Heathen Emperour underftood the Language of O- 
rigen; and (as the Hittory relates -) was much moved 
with the convincing perfwafive Arguments Origen ufed, to 
prove the Truth of the Chriftian Faith: yet he profefleth 
he was much: more perfwaded to believe it, by the Humi- 
lity and Charity , the graces and vertues, which appeared - 
in the Chriitians lives, which he heard of , and datly be- 
held. But the Heathen in Virgima neither underftand, the 
Chriftians language, nor the Chriftians theirs ; and although — 
they did underftand it, I think it-teo. barren to expreffe 
the Chriftian Religion by, and therefore they have no or 
ther arguments feft to convince them of the Traih of the 
Chriftian Faith, and to perfwade them to embrace: ity But 


only (which that Emperor acknowledged moft perfwafive) 


the amiableneffe of Chriftian Graces and Vertues fhining - 
in their lives, whole excelling beauty and benefit ; when 
they appear in united Societies of Chriftians, they may 
well perfwade any. rational Heathen, that they are moft 
conducing to procure the true happineffe of all united So- 
cieties and Communities of: Men, and therefore the Reli- 
ave , that teacheth them, above all other to be embra- 
ccd.

"Two times are only remarkable for fulfilling them by 
Gods ordinary way of Converting Heathen ( except the 
way of Converting, them by Miracles) and thole were, 

_ Firft, The. Times of Perfecution, when the Faith, Con- 
fancy , Meekneffe , Patience , and Charity of the Chriftian 
“Martyrs fhined, fo bright in the Heathens eyes, through the 
Flames, ‘Wounds, and Tortures they endured, that hart 

| : them 
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them wonder at the glory of the Lord, which was feen upon 
them, and fall in love with the Chriftian Religion, which 
brought forth fuch glorious Fruits inthem: But neither doth 
this reach all States of the Church, not particularly Vir- 
ginia’s, fo long as the Chriftians have the upper hand of the 
teathen , which God grant may continue till the End of 
Times, 

2. The times of the Churches peace , when the Chrifti- 
ans in their united Societies ,»having the Liberty of their 
publick holy Affemblies in the Houfe of God, did con- 
{tantly attend upon the Service of God in them, and the 
Heathen comming in among them, and beholding the come- 
ly order and beauty of their holy worthip, perceiving their 
Unanimity and Uniformity in the fame faith and worfhip 
of the fame God, were fo convinced of all and judged of 
all, thatthe fecrets of their hearts were made manifeft,. 
and they fell down upon their faces and worfhip’d God , 
and confeffed that God was in them. of a Truth, as the 
Apottle faith Infidels would do fuch a Cale, 1 €or. 14. 
24,25. And therefore no doubt but many of them did, 

And as for thofe of the Heathen who lived in the Ci- 
ties and Towns with the Chriftians, or near unto them, 
and yet frequented not the Chriftians Churches ( which I 
fuppofe few of them would wholly omit, men being ge- 
nerally of the eAthemans temper, inquifitive after what 
fcems new to them) but if there were (as’tis poffible) any 
confiderable numbers of fuch rigid Heathen; yet even thefe 
beholding the comely order of the Chriftians Government, 
the amiableneffe of their Converfations , their Meekneffe > 
Humility, Charity , their Righteoufneffe fhining as the 
Light , and their juft dealing as the Noon-day: In fum, 
feeing the light of their good works, they were allured, 
and won by degrees to clorifie the fame God with them : 
and thefe fatter I take to be chiefly meant by the vifible

> Anfmer. Andno marvel ; how could we reafonably expect 
it from them: The Chriftians whom they knew difpers’d 
through’ the then inhabited parts of the World (except 
Hermites whole’ condition of life is not here fpoken of ) 
wére united in fuch Societies, planted together in the Houle 
of God, fo as they might conftantly attend upon the pub- 
lique facred Miniftrations of his Word and Worfhip ; and 
their light beft fhine before men to the glory of God. 
Therefore for this manner of Clriftians living together, as 
there was no need to aroue } fo they might charitably hope, 
there hever would be, Chriftians being bound to: it by ver- 
tue of Chris command. To feek firft the Kingdome of God 
and the Righteoufnefle thereof, and to depend upon his 
promife , for adding all other things to them : of which

very pleafant and fruitful Land) meet with a People, which ~ 
generally bear a great love and refpect to their Minifters ; And 
(if they behave themfelves as becommeth their high callirg ) 
they (hall find their ready help , and affiftance in their Neeas ; 
and ( which fhould be much more encouraging ) they will find 
a People, which generally bear a great love to the ftated Con-

Which Liberty we could not have enjoyed , had not the 
People generally exprefs’d a great Love to.it. AndI hope even 
this will be a confideration (not of leaft regard) to move Your 
Lordfhip to ufe all poffible care and endevour to fupply 
Virgisia's Needs with fufficient Orthodoxe Minifters , in 
the firft place , and before any other of our forraign Plan- 
tations which crave your help , becanfe in the late times 
of our Churches Perfecution, her péople alone, cheerfully 
and joyfully embraced, encouraged , and maintained the 
Orthodoxe Minifters that went over to them , in their pub- 
lick Conformity to the Church of ENGLAWNDyin 
her Doctrine and ftated manner of Publick Worfhip. —
